WASHINGTON, April 9.—A heat- 
ed dispute between John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, and Forney John- 
ston, representative of Alabama 
Commercial Coal Operators, caused 
a brief recess today in the NRA 
hearing on increased wages and 
shorter hours for miners. 

- Johnston, after calling the NRA 
order for the wage and hour 
changes a violation of the recovery 
act, said union representatives, dur- 
ing conferences with the operators 
leading to a wage contract, had as- 
sured the operators they had no in- 
tention of initiating another wage 
increase. 

Exchange With Lewis. 

Lewis, who had been sitting at 
one side during Johnston’s speech, 
interrupted to ask whether John- 


ston meant to imply the union had |} 


a secret understanding, apart from 
the contract, with the operators. 


Johnston denied making such an 


implication. Lewis persisted. 

‘I made no such statement,” 
Johnston repeated. “You implied 
it,” ce ountered Lewis. 

‘I did not.” 

“Then withdraw it,” Lewis said. 

‘I implied nothing and withdraw 
ag ” replied Johnston. 

At this point Blackwell Smith, of 


‘the NRA legal division, interrupted 


the debate and abkec the witnesses 
to confine themselves to direct. 
Statements of fact. 

Lewis then asked the chair to in- 


struct the witness not to make any 


‘nasty, foul implications.” The re- 
ess then was ordered.

The contract not set up a 
complete wage le but provides a 
schedule of minimum salaries of $15

Other provisions include the 
closed shop with a check-off of 
guild dues (editor-in-chief, manag- 
ing editor and his assistant and city 
editor exempted), two weeks’ vaca- 
tion with pay; five-day, 4hour 
week for all editorial employes re- 
ceiving less than $4500 a year; dis- 
missal notice or bonus ranging from 
two weeks after six months’ em- 
ployment to three months after nine 
years; all overtime to be compen- 
sated by equal time off or scale 
pay; no salary reductions.

THNICAB REGULATION 
BY CITY 1S UPHELD 


Court Dissolves Injunction 
Against Licensing and In- 
Surance Ordinance. 


Authority of the city to regulate 
taxicabs was upheld in a decision 
today by Circuit Judge Green, who 


dissolved a temporary injunction 
issued Dec. 30 on behalf of 55 indi- 
vidual operators and the Central 
and Calumet taxi companies, who 
challenged an ordinance passed 
last June, requiring licenses and 
liability insurance. 

Judge Green, who todke-the case 
undér a@visentent Jan. 29, cited Mis- 
souri Supreme Court decisions up- 
holding the authority of cities to 
pass licensing ordinances. The 
Court also held the ordinance was 
in the interest of the general pubiic 
and was not rendered invalid be- 
cause of the fact that it might work 
a hardship on certain taxicab op- 
erators. 

Under the ordinance taxicab op- 
erators are required to obtain, in 
addition to a chauffeur's license, a 
license from the Board of Public 
Service at the rate of $15 for each 
vehicle operated; further, to obtain 
a policy of liability insurance pro- 


son and $10,000 for two or more per- 
sons, who may be hurt * an acci- 
ent. 

Taxicab operators — — the 
ordinance was illegal because it 
forbids the operation of a taxicab 
without insurance, notwithstanding 
the owner is financially responsible. 
They also asserted that the regu- 
latory powers of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service were exceeded under its 
terms. 


SURVIVORS LEAVING VILLAGES 
WHERE 50 PERISHED IN WAVES 


Few Residents Expected to Remain 
at Scene of Norwegian 
Tragedy

OSLO, Norway, April 9%.—Sur- 
vivors of the Cliffside catastraphe 
in which more than 50 persons per- 
ished Saturday on Norway's west 
coast were leaving the community 
today. No further rock falls were 
expected, but it was thought few 
residents of the fishing hamlets of 
Tafjord and Forda would linger 
long at the scene of the tragedy. 

Sleeping residents of the two vil- 
lages, on opposite sides of Korsnaes 
Fjord, were trapped by great waves 
which rolled up after a huge sec- 
tion of cliff fell’into the sea. 

Ships bearing relief supplies were 

on the way from Aalesund. 

Old-time residents recalled today 
that years ago there. were predic- 
tions that some day the cliff would 
fall into the sea.

Stipulations were filed today with 
the United States Board of Tax 
Appeals, compromising the income 
tax claims against Marvin E. Sin- 
gleton, Mr. and Mrs. John A. Love, 
Lester J. Grigsby and several oth- 
ers. 

Sirigleton agrees that he owes the 
Federal Government $128,976; the 
liability of Mr. and Mrs. Love is 
fixed at $10,501, and Grigsby’s 
liability at $526. The Government 
had sought $230,972 from Single- 
ton, $39,052 from the Loves and 
$7971 from Grigsby. 

In ¢ts case against Singleton, cap- 
italist and former president of the 
Missouri State Life Insurance: Co., 
the Government’s principal con- 
tention was that he realized a profit 
of $1,137,435 in 1929 by settling 
debts of $4,112,317 to his wife and 
séns for $2,979,881. He had bor- 
rowed the money from them in 
1926, soon after Mrs. Singleton had 
sold. for $5,640,000 about 60,000 
shares of Missouri State Life In- 
surance Co. stock which he had 
given ..er. His wite and sons gor- 
gave the debt in 1929 when.he gave 
Mrs. Singleton stocks for which he 
had paid $2,979,881. Also. involved 
in the elaim against Singleton was 
his sale of 1000 shares of National 
City Bank stock to his wife, on 
which he-claimed-a ioss-of $211,000. 

Basis of Love Claim: 

Love;stock and bond broker, and 
his wife, Mary Potter Love, who is 
in the real estate business, were 
named jointly in the Government’s 
claim because in 1930, before Mrs. 
Love entered business, Love made 
a joint return, in which he reported 
no taxable income, but a net loss 
of $14,256. The Government con- 
tended his net income that year 
was $312,421, asserting that he nad 
realized a capital gain of $330,144 in 
the liquidation of Love, Bryan & 
Co. 

As an alternative to its dinten 
against the Loves, the Government 
asserted a claim of $66,295 against 
the Walsh Investment Co., organ- 
ized to liquidate Love, Bryan & Co 
The stipulation filed today dismisses 
the claim against the Walsh cor- 
pany. ' 

Grigsby, East St. Louis attorney 
and former Chief of Detectives 
there, reported net income totaling 
$28,988 in the four years, 1927-30, 
while the Government claimed his 
net income was $97,579.

United! States Jieet got under "vay 
for thé’ East coast this morning. 
Simulating war conditions, the 
train force and minesweepers led 
the way out of port in clearance of 
theoretical mines. Actual clearance 
of the harbor extended over an hour 
and a half. 


Bound for Panama on a 2900- 
mile flight to participate in the 
fleet maneuvers, 15 Navy patrol 
planes took off from San Diego to- 
day. The last plane left the waters 
of San Diego Bay at 7:09 a. m., the 
78 officers and men making the 
flight expect to spend tonight at 
La Paz, Lower California, 600 milks 
south of here. 

After a two-year-stay on the Pa- 
cific coast, the 101 vessels of the 
fleet will proceed to the east coast, 
through the Panama Canal, in a 
great tactical problem. 

The Navy’s~big dirigible, the 
U. S. S. Macon, cast off from Sun- 
nyvale, Cal. The dirigible will re- 
turn to Sunnyvale after joining the 
fleet in the first of the war games 
which will occupy the 35,000 fight- 
ing men throughout most of their 
cruise to the east coast. 

Battle practice almost continu- 
ously, will mark the 6000-mile.cruise. 
Atlantic coast. The squadrons of 
dreadnaughts,. cruisers, destroyers, 
submarines, aircraft carriers, with 
their auxiliaries and their 300 air- 
craft, will be gone from the bases 
here and at San Diego, for at least 
eight months.

and insurance business by telephone 
from his wheel bed. Undismayed 
when his first compensation . was 
exhausted, he went to work and 
with the aid of a ready wit and a 
courageous optimism was able to 
earn enough to support his aged 
mother and pay a nurse, 

In 1921 the Government awarded 
him an income of $60 a month and 
several years ago the compensation 
was increased to $117. He was able 
occasionally to get outdoors for au- 
tomobile. trips, to attend - theaters 
and even to visit his old home in 
Troy, IIl. 

His birthdays, on July 15, were 
occasions for visits from hundreds 
of friends and admirers. Last year 


More. than, 1000 persons attended 


his birthday party. He greeted the 
crowd, assembled on the. front 
lawn, through a.microphone sus- 
pended above his bed.. Former. 
Postmaster Michener _ presented 
him with $500 from postal employes 
and. several .city officials made 
talks, , 

He. received a spinal injury when 
he was by a thrown mail 
sack while on duty at Union Sta- 
tion.. After several years of partial 
invalidism he became permanently 
bedridden in 1909. 

After his right eye was removed 
in 1929 because of a malignant 
growth, Rump smiled. and said, 

“Well, I guess.I can solicit maga- 
zine subscriptions just as. well with 
one eye.”

(Dem.), Colorado, to eliminate the 


bill outlining its purposes for con- 
stitutional reasons.

It was not 
until April, 1930, that Tinkham was 
given his hearing. But at that time 
he spent three days before the com- 
mittee and made the charges which 
resulted in Bishop Cannon’s in- 
dictment. 

Tinkham called attention of the 
committee to alleged discrepancies 
between a report filed by the “anti- 
Smith Democrats” of which Bishop 
Cannon was chairman, listing re 
ceipts of 17,000 from Jameson, New 
York capitalist, and testimony be- 
fore the Senate Lobbying Commit- 
tee that Jameson had contributed 
$65,300. 

On June 17, 1930, Tinkham sum- 
marized his charges in a speech on 
the House floor and was challenged 
by Bishop Cannon to repeat the 
charges off the floor, without the 
protection of congressional immu- 
nity. Tinkham promptly repeated 
his charges and the libel suit re 
sulted. 

Quotation From Speech. 

Friends of Tinkham and others 
in Congress interested in the case 
today were digging up records of 
the now famous spech of Repre- 
sentative Tinkham and studying the 
charges he made at that time, which 
included: 

“(1) That on Sept. 19, 1928, Bish- 

op James Cannon Jr. _ solicited 
funds from E. C. Jameson, a capi-

“whether the mistake we contend 
has been made can be remedied 
in time to prevent chaos or whether 


the militaristic idea of imposing 
these changes regardless will pre- 
vail.” 

Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, NRA ad- 
ministrator, arranged the public 
hearing to give operators a chance 
to file objections to the amendment 
to the bituminous coal code, ap- 
proved March 31 by Johnson, which 
established a seven-hour day and a 
higher wage scale throughout the 
industry. 

Just prior to Johnson’s action, a 
majority of the operators in the 
large Appalachian fields had nego- 
tiated a new wage agreement for 
one year with the United Mine 
Workers of America, providing for 
the seven-hour day and a $5 basic 
daily wage. 

Operators from at least half a 
dozen states were in attendance 
when the hearing opened today with 
Wayne Ellis, Deputy Administrator 
in charge of the soft coal code, pre- 
siding. 

Gen. Johnson did not appear. 

Johnston accused the NRA of 
violating the Recovery Act and the 
soft coal code in imposing new 
wage and hour scales without giv- 
ing the industry a hearing before so 
doing. 

Says 15,000 Lost Jobs. 

The NRA order, Johnston added, 
had increased wages in Alabama 
$1.20 a day, had closed mines, and 
thrown 15,000 miners out of work in 
that State. 

“The recovery administration vio- 
lated the Recovery Act and the coal 
code by imposing higher wage rates 
on Alabama operators without giv- 
ing them a hearing, as specified in 
the act and in the code,” Johnston 
said. 

He attacked the “militaristic idea‘ 
behind the order and said one of 
its worst affects was to disturb 
the peaceful relatiogs between the 
operators and the miners “by giv- 
ing the impression to the men in 
the field that the companies were 
able to pay any wage” when, he 
said, even at the old wage scale the 
Alabama operators were losing 17 
cents a ton. | 

Although it was approved by a 
majority of the operators in the 
Appalachian region, strong opposi- 
tion to the new wage and hour 
schedule was expressed by opera- 
tors in Illinois, Alabama, Kentucky, 
West Virginia and Tennessee. 

Administration officials concede 
the order is one of the most drastic 
steps in code-making yet taken by 
Johnson. They point out, however, 
it was purely a stop-gap measure de- 
signed to prevent a strike April 1 
of 200,000 miners on the expiration 
of the old wage scale.

DETROIT, April 9.- The Hudson 
Motor Car Co. announced a shut- 
down, effective at 1 p, m. today, be- 
cause of inability to obtain parts,

The shut-d& announced said 
“the plant will remain shut until we 
get a new source of supply or the 
strike at motor products is settled.” 
The shutdown at the Hudson 
plant, throws 18,000 out of work. 
Company officers emphasized 
there was no labor trouble at the 
Hudson plant and that the shut- 
down was necessitated solely be- 
cause suppliers could not furnish 
material needed to continue pro-. 
duction. * 

About 1000 workers of the Motor 
Products Co. went on strike last 
week, the walkouts resulting in a 
suspension of work, by about 4600 
other employes of the company. ; 
Edward F. McGrady, NRA Admin- 
jstrator Johnson’s assistant, who is 
sitting with the Federal Automobile 
Labor Board here, said today that 
the Motor Products strike was con- 
sidered the key problem confront- 
ing the labor tribunal and added 
that the strike in that plant “must 
be halted” unless the automobile in- 
dustry is to be paralyzed at the 
height of the production season. 
Somé disorder developed at the 
Detroit-Michigan Stove Co. plant 
this afternoon when workmen re- 
turning to the plant after lunch 
were attacked by strikers who had 
been picketing the plant. All the 
fighting was done with fists. Half 
a dozen patrolmen stationed at the 
plant separated the combatants be- 
fore serious damage was done, 

John Fry, vice-president of the 
company, announced this afternoon 
that 300 men were at work in the 
plant. 

Meanwhile, several hundred em- 
ployes of the Detroit-Michigan 
Stove Co, went on strike demanding 
a 20 per cent wage increase and a 
36-hour five-day week. 

“The board,” said Dr. Leo Wol- 
man, chairman, “has its hands full 
here.” 

Dissatisfaction among labor union 
officers was added to the difficul- 
ties facing the National Automobile 
Labor Board today as it renewed 
efforts to settle one strike and avert 
another threatened for neat Thurs- 
day. 
The dissension among representa- 
tives of the American Federation of 
Labor locals in various automotive 
plants was given expression in a 
telegram to Washington criticising 
the Labor Board’s yrocedure. 

While the contents of the tele 
gram were not immediately dis- 
closed, William Collings, American 
Federation of Labor organizer, said 
the board was not “living up to the 
spirit of the agreement” that gave 
birth to the board, and that it was 
attempting to’settl differences “by | 
mediation instead of by decisions as 
the agreement demanded.” 

There was a rumor that Richard 
L. Byrd, labor’s representative on 
the board, might retire. Byrd, how- 
ever, declined to discuss the rumor 
and went ahead with the board's 
session when it met this forenoon. 

Coming close upon the failure of 
its ‘plan for a settlement of the 
strike in the Wisconsin plants of 
the Nash Motors Co. and an affili- 
ate, where 4600 men are out, the 
board met another rebuff yester- 
day when striking workers of the 
Motor Products Co. rejected a set- 
tlement program drawa up by the 
board. 

The labor tribunal was seeking a 
new basis of settlement for that 
strike and also for averting the 
threatened walkout next Thursday 
of tool and die makers employed in 
nearly 60 Detroit job shops. The 
tool and die makers are demanding 
a 20 per cent wage increase and a 
36-hour, five-day week.

Attorney-General Gives Opinion in 
Buchanan Gounty Nepotism 
Question. :

| CITY, April 9.—If£ 
a Public Board elects a member's 
relative to office, the member may 
not be ousted under the nepotism 
laws, if he voted against his rela- 
tive’s election, Attorney-General] 
Roy McKittrick ruled today. 

The opinion was in reply to a 
request for interpretation of the 
nepotism section of the Constitution 
by William J. Sherwood, assistant 
prosecuting attorney of Buchanan 
County. The opinion was written 
by Frank W. Hayes, an assistant 
attorney-general. : 

“We do not wish to be understood 
as holding that such an officer 
might not, by collusion with other 
members, be guilty of violating the 
constitutional provision, even 
though he were absent, or voted 
against the relative,” Hayes said. 

“But it was certainly not the in- 
tention of the framers of the Con- 
stitution that members of a board 
could elect a relative of one mem- 
ber and thereby cause him to for-

can have his office forfeited he

KANSAS FAILS IN APPEAL 
OVER GAS-APPLIANCES LAW 


Supreme Court Dismisses Suit to 
Test Statute Prohibiting Their 
Sale by Utility Companies. 

By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, April 9. — The 
United States Supreme Court today 
dismissed the case instituted by At- 
torney-General Boynton of Kansas 
to test the validity of the Kansas 
statute prohibiting gas distributing 
companies from selling certain gas- 
burning appliances. 

The Hutchinson Gas Co. and nine 
other gas distributing companies in 
Kansas challenged the validity of 
the law, contending the sale of the 
gas-burning appliances promoted 
the consumption of gas and that 
the State statute was invalid. 

Boynton insisted the statute Was 
aimed to prevent the gas distrib- 
uting companies from establishing 
@® monopoly in the sale of the ap- 
pliances, asserting that independent 
dealers handling such appliances 
would be driven out of the busi- 
ness by the gas companies, and that 
the price of the appliances would 
then be materially increased. He 
declared the gas companies were 
selling the appliances below cost. 

The Kansas Supreme Court de- 
clared the statute invalid, taking 
the position that the sale of the 
appliances was so intimately con- 
nected with the business of the gas 
companies that to prohibit it, de- 
prived them of their constitution- 
al rights.

Even if Sight Was. Lost 


Through Misconduct, Vet- 
erans’ Bureau Rules. 


By the Associated Press. 

_ WASHINGTON, April 9%.—The 
Veterans’ Administration ruled to- 
day that blind veterans of the 
World War are entitled to nearly 
twice the relief given a soldier who 
lost a leg in action. 

A blind veteran restored to the 
rolls by the new veterans’ legisia- 
tion, it was announced, is entitied 
to $150 a month, plus $50 for a 
nurse or attendant, even though the 
blindness resulted from “willful 
misconduct.” 

“A veteran with a disarticulation 
of a leg as a result of combat with 
the enemy can receive a maximum 


| of $119 per month,” the ruling said. 


The bureau then outlined the status 
of other cases as follows: 

“A veteran who, as the result of 
gunshot wound received in action, 
has lost the use of both feet or 
both hands, or one foot and one 
hand, or one foot and one eye, or 
one hand and one eye, or is help- 
less or bed-ridden, cannot receive 
in excess of $175 per month, even 
though granted the rate for per- 
manent total disability, $100 per 
month, plus $50 for nurse or at- 
tendant, plus the statutory allow- 
ance of $25 for the loss of one or 
more feet or hands.” 

The interpretation added that, 
“for disability less than that de 
scribed but nevertheless serious in- . 
jury resulting from gunshot wound, 
the veteran would receive propor- 
tionately less, depending upon the 
degree of disability.” 

Should the veteran have suffered 
injuries additional to the loss of his 
sight, he may receive compensation 
up to $250 a month. With the ex- 
ception of World War cases, pen- 
sion for disabilities resulting from 
misconduct is not allowed. In all 
other cases, if it can be shown the 
injuries clearly were not “service- 
connected,” the Government need 
not pay for them, but, it-was ex- 
plained, “blind cases are restored 
to the rolls without any authority 
on the part of the Government to 
apply this principle.”

The “Berliner 
Tageblatt,” the best known German 
paper abroad, has seen its circula- 
tion dwindle from 250,000 to bare- 
ly more than 70,000, while “Ger- 
mania,” the organ of the Roman 
Catholics in Berlin, sells just over 
10,000 copies daily. Despite the cir- 
culation gains registered by the Na- 
zi press, the official organ of the 
Federation of the German: Journal- 
ists estimates that the number of 
regular newspaper subscribers in 
eg alone has fallen off by 800,- 


Many Read Foreigrg”apers. 

Somebody has said ‘hat the peo- 
ple in Germany may be divided in- 
to three classes. The faithful who 
take the National Socialist press 
regularly and believe every word 
they read in it; those who have giv- 
en up reading newspapers in dis- 
gust; and those who look.to the 
foreign newspapers to tell them 
what is going on in Germany. One 
of the most striking phenomena 
about the Third Reich is the in- 
crease in the circulation of Swiss, 
French and English newspapers in 
Germany since Hitler came into 
power. 

American newspapers, of course, 
are too far away to share in this. 
The “London Times” now gets out 
a special issue for Germany and has 


—*8 papers which are published 
in German have registered the 
greatest gains. A paper like the 
“Neuer Zeuricher Zeitung” is read 
eagerly everywhere in the Reich. It 
is probable that its circulation with- 
in Germany is equal to that of the 
German newspaper with the larg- 
est circle of readers. 
Failing to Give News. 

Recently the editor of the “Frank- 
furter Zeitung” wrote a long lead- 
ing article on the crisis in the Ger- 
man newspaper world, with the en- 
gaging title, “Do We Bore?” Any- 
one of his readers probably would 
reply immediately in the affirma- 
tive and supply the explanation for 
the decline of the German press in 
a single sentence. The German 
newspapers are going bankrupt on 
a wholesale scale for the reason 
that they are failing to. give news. 
The German press dared not sup- 
ply its readers with such outstand- 
ing news as the Pope’s message to 
the Catholic youth societies, the de- 
velopments in the Protestant church 
conflict, or the amount of the 
Reichswehr estimates. 

Everywhere in Berlin is heard the 
complaint that all the German 
newspapers are alike and the fa- 
miliar saying, “If you read one you 
have read them all.” The worst 
thing about the German newspapers 
is that not only do their stories 
deal with the same topics, but they 
are word for word identical, being 
written often by some Government 
official who does not know the 
ABC of journalism. The papers are 
all filled mostly with texts of 
lengthy, tedious speeches by Nazi 
spellbinders. 

No hostile foreign critic could 
put the case against the German 
press more succinctly than Joseph 
Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
did in a public speech recently when 
he described it as being “either an- 
archist and destructive or cringing 
as a lap dog.” What Goebbels 
failed to perceive is that the plight 
of the German press is the conse- 
quence of the policy of his own Gov- 
ernment and that under a rigid 
press censorship and dictatorship 
there is no place for a free press

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FRANK H. SOSEY. 

Frank H. Sosey, who died Saturday, was a fine 
type of country editor. His paper, the Palmyra Spec- 
tator, is one of the oldest in Missouri. It was 
founded by Mr. Sosey’s father in 1839. For 50 years, 
Frank Sosey had been its editor. He recorded the 
history of the State during that long span with intel- 
ligence, alertness and scrupulous fairness. Always 
politically active, he helped make history. He had 
a State-wide acquaintance, and his modesty and 
charm accumulated a wealth of friends. He will. be 
remembered, as he was appraised in life, as a gen- 
tleman and a scholar. 
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ST. LOUIS AND THE BINGHAMS. 

One result of the special exhibition of paintings 
by the Missouri frontier artist, George Caleb Bing- 
ham, which incidentally is in its last week, should 
be a revival of effort to obtain more of his work 
for permanent location in the City Art Museum. Only 
two of the 20 paintings assembled by Director Rog- 
ers are owned by the St. Louis museum, and they 
are among the early pictorial reporter’s less note- 
worthy canvases. One other, the Daniel Boone mi- 
gration group, is regularly on view there by virtue of 
having been lent by Washington University. St. 
Louisans may see four more at the Mercantile Li- 
brary, but the rest will be returned to a number of 
places, including New York City and Pittsfield, Mass. 
The chief concern about these painted records 
should be in their security. Present owners, par- 
ticularly those in Missouri, ought to, take every pre 
caution against the hazard of fire, which is known to 
have destroyed 18 of Bingham’s paintings. The in-

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HE SHOULD KNOW. 

After costly yet enlightening experience, the 
public is determined that electric light and pow- 
er shall no longer be their master, but shall 
instead be their servant. They hold that this 
agency shall become the inexpensive tool of all 
men, rather than the wheel of fortune of pri- 
vate greed, bent on speculative profit through 
stock jobbing, market rigging, wash sales and 
write-ups of fictitious. values.

Commission is soon to expire. It would be highly 
unfortunate if a man of/his fine understanding of 
the power problem should be lost to the commission. 
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PATRIOTISM AND RELIGION. 

“Nationalist idolatry” is what the Social Service 
Commission of the Philadelphia annual conference, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, calls the popular cere 
monies of respect toward the flag and national an- 
them.

Despite its drastic provisior’s, recovery program hag had widespread support, but op- 
position may be expected as it proceeds, two historians write: from viewpoint of 
world history, they assert, program cannot be accepted as a finality; only if re- 
parded asa guide, a beginning of transition, can the plan have prospects of success.

HAT has been the reception accorded 
to the recovery program by the coun- 
try? It seems well within the range of 
truth to say that never in the history of the 
United States has anything like such a 
drastic program of legislation and adminis- 
trative orders been accepted with as little 
bitter and dogmatic opposition. _Conserva- 
tive business interests which, in ordinary 
times, would have resisted such state inter- 
vention to the last ditch, have co-operated 
with the President in a manner scarcely to 
have been expected by those familiar with 
the hostility displayed towurd Bryanism, 
Progressivism and Wilson’s New Freedom. 
The widespread paralysis of national econ- 
omy and the apparent inability of those in- 
terests to cope with the crisis by their own 
action between 1929 and 1933 disconcerted 
them, spread distrust among them, deprived 
them of their old unshakable assurance. 
They had no alternative program, except to 
do nothing, to accept ruinous liquidation, to 
let “nature take its course”; but they were 
not certain that that policy of laissez-faire 
would not end in a bigger disaster. The faith 
of capitalists in themselves, in their ability 
to conduct national and international] indus-

try, in their historic role had been shaken. 


They had no rallying point, save the Presi- 
dent with a program. 

Of detailed and sporadic criticism there 
was bound to be an abundance. The new 
legislation and the codes, launching econ- 
omy on new experiments, were full of un- 
certainties, necessarily. There was no way 
of telling in advance just what was to be 
done to the last item. Leaders in numerous 
and complicated branches of industry were 
suddenly called upon, like the Fathers of 
the Republic in 1787, to make constitutions 
of government for themselves. The task 
called for statesmanlike qualities hard to 
find in the ranks of industry. 


* * * 


There were many great directors. and 
managers in industries, mer who knew 
their respective areas of operations and were 
competent in them; but there were few who 
had thought about their branches of indus- 
try or industry itself as a whole. To put 
the case in the language of one among. 
them: “I knew my company’s bysiness from 
A to Z, but I had never given any thought 
to the business in which the company was 
engaged, as one concern among many.”

What are its prospects? By what proc- 
esses wil] the Roosevelt administration con- 
solidate its forces for the defense of its po- 
sition? If*it is ousted, what next? 

As Mr. Roosevelt recognized in his cam- 
paign, referring pertinently enough to the 
writings of. James Madison, politics is con- 
cerned with the eternal conflict of interests 
in society. To what interests will he appeal 
in consolidating his forces for defense? It 
is not likely that he can or will seek to 
marshal the forces of great industry and 
banking, after the fashion ‘of Marcus A. 
Hanna and William McKinley. His chief 
opposition is likely to come from that source. 

That being so, he will be compelled, it 
seems, to appeal to the great body of the 
lower middle class, laborers ana farmers, to 
attempt to consolidate them in support of a 
program even more drastic than that con- 
templated by the legislation of 1933. That 
task will not be easy; nor will it be easy to 
reconcile the conflicting ideas and interests 
of the middle class, labor and agriculture in 
case of victory; but the strong statesman 
attacks the impossible before he surrenders. 

What next, in case the President,and his 


program are repudiated? A fortunate, - 
though short-lived, “upturn in business” 


might save the victors trom the pain of 
thougnt, should they be led by politicians 
rather than statesmen. But it is likely that 
the scars of the depression will not disap- 
pear soon, and that the victors would have 
to frame a program of their own. Will it 
be the program of 1923, 1908 or 18977 That 
wil! be impossible, for history does not re- 
peat itself. Will all the great pieces of re-

DE VALERA SAYS IRELAND 
IS READY FOR BREAK 


Declares It Would Even Sever Re- 
lations With Dominions to 
Gain Independence. __. 
SYDNEY, Australia, April 9— 
President Eamon de Valera of the 
Irish Free State said in an inter- 
view in the Sydney Sun today that 
Ireland was prepared to sever the 
last ties binding her to the British 
Commonwealth of nations, if nec- 
essary, to obtain independence from 
England. 
De Valera emphasized that Ire- 
land did not desire to break away 
completely from other British do- 
minions. 
He explained that the Irish Free 
State genuinely wished friendly re- 
lations with the dominions, but said 
this was completely subsidiary to 
the paramount demand for com- 
plete severance—economically and 
politically—from England. 
To Australians and Canadians, 
England might be regarded as the 
mother country, De Valera said, but 
to him “she is an invader who de- 
stroyed Irish sovereignty.” 
He said that if Irish independ- 
ence could be obtained only through 
a complete break with the other 
dominions, the Irish Free State was 
ready to take even that stép.

Says Its Activities ‘May Have 
More Far-Reaching Effect

By the Associated Press. , 
WASHINGTON, April 9—In a 

message to the Red Cross annual 

convention, President Roosevelt 


Said today the organization had 
“worked to develop among our peo- 
ple.a feeling of responsibility in 
the misfortune of others” and that 
its activities “may have a more far- 
reaching effect than is generally 
apparent.” 

The message, sent from the yacht 
Nourmahal, was read to the con- 
vention after Henry Morgenthau Sr. 
had appealed for support of the 
Red Cross in order to make it “a 
school where the brotherhood of 
man is not only taught but prac- 
ticed.” 

Text of the Message. 

The Président’s message follows: 
“Hon. John Barton Payne, 

“Chairman, American Red Cross, 

“Washington, D. C. 

“I am sorry that circumstances 
are such that I cannot be present 
at the opening of the National Red 
Cross convention. At the same time 
I do not want you to think that 
because I am permitting myself to 
enjoy a brief vacation I am not 
deeply interested in the proceedings 
and work of your convention. 

“As I have thought over what this 
convention represents, it has oc- 
curred to me that the activities of 
the Red Cross may have a more 
far-reaching effect than is generally 
apparent. You have worked to de- 
velop among our people a feeling 
of responsibility in the misfortune 
of others... You are the instrument 
of expression of a great group of 
Americans who have given gener- 
ously for human welfare in times 
of distress or emergency. The 
guidance which you have given has 
been practical, well-planned and 
far-sighted, , 

“These are accomplishments 
which we look for in other phases 
of our national life. A sense of 
responsibility for the welfare of 
others—surely we need that in the 
men who are leaders in our private 
as well as in our public life. Well 
planned and far-sighted measures 
to assure this welfare—surely we 
need them, too. 

“It seems clear to me, then, that 
in serving the Red Cross you are 
also aiding by example those simi- 
lar great causes for which this na- 
tion is daily striving. 

“I am happy, therefore, to offer 
to Judge Payne and to you all, my 
congratulations and my wishes for 
the continued success of your gen- 
erous activities. 

“FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT.”

— Do- 
nations by major oil companies to

The list was submitted by W. G. 
Williams of Fort Worth, Tex, a 
critic of the petroleum code and 
its administration, who said if came 
from the office of the treasurer of 
the association. 

Two members of the personnel of 
the Independent Petroleum Associa- 
tion occupy official positions on the 
planning and co-ordination commit- 
tee. 

Williams denied he was employed 
by the Danciger Refineries in Tex- 
as, long foes of oil proration in that 
State, put agreed the Danciger or- 
ganization paid part of his expenses. 

He said the list showed contribu- 
tions of $5000 from the Consolidated 
Oil Corporation, $2000 from the At- 
lantic Refining Co., $10,000 from the 
Texas Corporation, $3000 from 
Standard of Ohio, and $5000 from 
Standard of California.

WASHINGTON, April 9. — The 
cost of Government for the State 
of Arkansas and its subdivisions 
amounted to $68,356,204, or $36.65 
.per capita, for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30,. 1932, according to fig- 
ures released for publication by 
the Department of Commerce. 

This compares with total revenue 
collections of $56,903,207, or $30.51 
per capita, for the State and its 
subdivisions during the year, 

Of the total amount expended 
for government, $39,072,935 was dis- 
bursed by the State government; 
$11,750,552 by the 75 counties; $3,- 
273,038 by the 389 cities and towns; 
$11,559,711 by the 3086 school dis- 
tricts and $2,699,968 by. the other 
civil divisions. 

The total comprises $35,005,921 
for operation and maintenance of 
general departments; $583,080 for 


operatian and maintenance of pub- 
lic service enterprises; $11,129,326 
for interest on debt and $21,637,877 


for outlays or permanent improve- 
ments. 
Increase for. Towns of 2500. 

In the period from. 1912 to 1932 
payments for the operation and 
maintenance of general depart- 
ments and public service enterprises 
of the State, counties and cities and 
towns having a population of 2500 
and over increased from $8,109,000 
to $24,810,272, or 206 per cent; in- 
terest payments rose from $347,000 
to $8,199,662, or 2,263 per cent, and 
outlay payments increased from 
$2,583,000 to $20,713,715, or 701.9 per 
cent. 

Of the total revenue receipts, 
$26,157,208 was for the State; $11,- 
851,302 for the counties; $3,527,262 
for the cities and towns; $11,736,- 
040 for the school districts and $3,- 
631,395 for the other civil divisions. 

The revenue collections included 
$19,973,854 from general property 
taxes; $1,107,253 from special taxes; 
$299,823 from poll taxes; $12,892,130 
from licenses and permits; $3,305,- 
288 from special assessments; $14,- 
594,643 from subventions, donations 
and pension assessments; $394,195 
from interest, rents and highway 
privileges; $1,133,503 from earnings 
of public service enterprises; $2,- 
905,705 from earnings of general de- 
partments and $291,810 from fines, 
forfeits and escheats. Of the $14,- 
594,643 classified as subventions, 
donations and pension assessments, 
$6,824,028 represents subventions by 
the Federal Government to thé 
State, principally for highways. 

Aggregate of Revenue Receipts. 

For 1932 the aggregate of reve- 
nue receipts was $10,184,880 more 
than the government-cost pay- 
ments, exclusive of those for capi- 
tal outlays, and $11,452,997 less than 
the total payments, including those 
for capital outlays. Receipts from 
the issue of debt obligations are not 
classified as revenue reeeipts, or 
payments on account of debt ob- 
ligations as government-cost pay- 
ments. 

In 1932. the combined gross debt 
of Arkansas and ite subdivisions, 
less sinking fund assets set aside 
to meet such debt, was $255,868,980, 
or $137,20 per capita. This com- 
pares with a debt of $51.03 per 
capita in 1922 and $8.32 per capita 
in 1912, 

The gross debt of the State gov- 
ernment, less sinking fund assets, 
increased 5940 per cent from 1922 
to 1932 and 13,203 per cent from 
1912 to 1932. Similar debt for all 
minor divisions combined increased 
only three per cent from 1922 to 
1932 as compared with 627 per cent 
from 1912 to 1932. 

The assessed valuation of all 
property in Arkansas subject to 
levies of the general property tax 
was $554,834,984 in 1932 as com- 
pared with $578,462,000 in 1922 and 
$427,473,000 in 1912. The average

The Symptoms of 
Colic in Children 
And the Remedies 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


NFANTS are notoriously subject 
to attacks of colic. Simple regur- 
* gitations of food need not distress 
the mother, for in the infant the 
gastro-intestinal tract does not app- 
pear to have made up its mind as 
to which way it is going, up or 
down. ‘ 

However, when the child is col- 
icky, there is no mistaking it. The 
child usually cries and appears def- 
initely uncomfortable. 

Infantile colic may be due to sev- 
eral varieties of causes. Underfeed- 
ing is a fairly common one. When 
due to this tht child not only suf- 
fers colic, but is usually also rest- 
less, does not sleep well, loses 
weight, and may suffer diarrhea. 
The remedy for this type of colic 
is an increase in food given to the 
child through an increase in the 
number of feedings, their duration 
or their content. 

Another fairly common cause of 
infantile colic is overfeeding. In 
this condition the child gains rap- 
idly in. weight, may also suffer 
periodic attacks of diarrhea. 

Air swallowing is another cause 
of colic, common in children who 
feed too rapidly. A remedy is to 
place the infant, after it has been 
fed, so that its abdomen rests 
squarely against the mother’s 
shoulder, and patting it gently on 
the back. This gentle tapping will 
bring the air bubble to the top of 
the infant’s stomach, whence it will 
promptly issue with a characteris- 
tic burp. Air swallowing results fre- 
quently when the child attempts to 
feed after there is no more milk. 

In addition to those causes of in- 
fantile colic and vomiting which are 
dietetic and managerial in charac- 
ter, there are organic causes, and

Bidding Should Be as Sound 
For Part Score as For Game

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FEEL sure that in general the 
players in this country attribute | 
too much value to a part score 
in rubber play, and that this ten-

Thus, if you bid three spades or less 
and make three odd, your score 90 
h makes 140 points. 
Consequently it would pay your op- 
ponents to take the bid away from 
you if they could limit their penalty 
to 100 points. Should they bid, say, 
four clubs with this intent, and you 
double them and they go down one, 
they would beat you by their bid if 
they were not vulnerable, since you 
100 instead of 140. 
However, if they were vulnerable,

Never shade your opening bids be- 
cause you have a part score to your 
credit. Modify your yesponses and 
rebids, but do not let it affect your 
opening bids. In fact, lean distinct- 
ly toward soundness in opening the 
bidding for, when you have a doubt- 
ful hand, you need the co-operation 
of your partner just as much wher 
you only need 40 points for game 
as when you need 100. If your part- 
ner can open despite your pass, you 
can rely on the opponents to de- 
fend; and now if you have leaned 
back a bit in passing originally, 
you can double them at a low con- 
tract, if they bid into your hand, 
and often score far more than the 
value of your game.

TEPHEN seemed to get along 
§ very well at school. He was

What 
she needs before she starts are a 
few lessons in gardening from 
George H. Pring, superintendent of 
the Missouri Botanical Gardens. 

Superintendent Pring will tell her 
that gardening is a delightful game 
if you play it correctly, but there 
are certain fundamentals that even 
a smart bridge player must learn. 
She will discover under his coach- 
ing that seeds must be selected as 
carefully as a bridge partner, that 
a garden must be planned the same 
as the play of a grand slam hand, 
and that a bit of forcing has its 
advantages now and then. 

For fear hundreds of St. Louis 
women who spend their winters 
playing bridge or engaged in other 
indoor occupations might start dig- 
ging and sowing without any prep- 
aration and have nothing to show 
for their trouble, Superintendent 
Pring was asked to give a few 
timely suggestions. Amateur gar- 
dening is on the upgrade in St. 
Louis, statistics tell us, so every- 
one with a two-by-four space in the 
yard is ambitious to plant it. City 
dwellers without yards insist upon 
flower boxes. 

Many women gardeners have 
learned that Superintendent Pring 
is a valuable sourse of information. 
He spends a great deal of time 
answering their questions and mak- 
ing special

Some, in- 
cluding the annual larkspur and 
calliposis are more successful when 
planted in the fall. 

For most satisfaction he suggests 
first of all the petunia, which al- 
most everyone knows and \loves. 
Portulaca, which like the petunia 
will re-seed itself, is another favo- 


rite. The cosmos is incluéed be- 
cause of its lovely fall blooming. 
Others are marigolds, annual flox, 
zinnias, calendula, annual candy 
tust, celosias or cockscomb, Califor- 
nia poppy, Batchelor’s buttons and 
four o’clocks. The nasturtium ‘s in- 
cluded with reservations—included 
because it is so well liked and re- 
served because 1t is difficult. 

It is far better not to rely upon 
sowing annuals except in a few 
cases immediately in the border be- 
cause young seedlings have to strug- 
gle with weeds which germinate at 
the same time. More than one new 
gardener has been known to pull 
out the plants instead of the weeds 
and not discover her mistake until 


the summer was half gone.

seeds should be covered twice their 
depth. This means that very fine 
seeds actually are sowed on top of 
the ground, The tendency of most 
people is to sow their seeds too deep 
and also too thick. 

“By sowing in a cold frame in 
rows, the plants can be transplant- 
ed into little pots or put in another 
part of the frame. Plants grow 
faster as a result and can be trans- 
planted into the garden as soon as 
it has been spaded, leveled and 
weeded. 

Concerning temperatures Super- 
intendent Pring finds that comm 2 
flowering plants such as the pe- 
tunia, are very hardy and will ad- 
just themselves to the temperature. 
However, if half hardy annuals are 
sowed outside too early they freeze 
out unless frame culture is used. 

In answer to the frequent ques- 
tion as to when the garden should 
be watered, he says “when it is 
dry.” ; 

Seedlings naturally are in the 
baby stage and their roots are on 
the surface so they must be kept 
moist. As they become deeper root- 
ed they get moisture from the soil 
and require less wi.ter. 

“The ideal way «. aatering flow- 
ers is to use a very fine spray. This 
assures deeper penetration, and is 
the nearest substiiute for a very 
fine rain. A heavy spray, like a 
heavy rain, packs the ground and 
washes off the top soil. My advice
